A PEIIJURED PLAINT.

CONSTANTINOPLE, via Sofia, Bul- 


garia, Nov. 21.—While being desirous of 
not doing anything which would in any 
way tend to induce disturbances or hin- 
der the work of restoring order, the 
Powers again appear unanimously re- 
solveci to insist upon a demand for ex- 
tra gruardshlps. 


In consequence the ambassadors have 


arranged for a meeting tomorrow (Mon- 
flay) to consider what action Is neces- 
sary in view of the Sultan's continued 
objection to granting the firmans. 


Meanwhile the impression is being 


conveyed to the public that the Sultan 
has won a great victory. 


This tends to make the matter more 


delicate to handle, r.s to demonstrate 
such is not the case is almost certain to 
lead to an outbreak even more serious 
than the one which gave a pretext for 
the demand for extra guardships. 


A Turkish official, discussing the with- 


drawal of the Drya^! intimated th.it the 
.Powers objected to any Power taking 
lead in any action In Turkey. 


In other words, if action Is to be taken 


it should be a combined action on the 
part of the Powers. 


Thus it is intimated that if passing 


the Dardanelles is to be forced it should 
be done by the warships of all the Pow- 
ers interested. 


This was the original understanding, 


but Great Britain, it appears, was not 
disposed to delay matters beyond a cer- 
tain point. 


Another diplomat said It looked as. if 


Great Britain had attained the object 
she had in view 
namely, to shoiv the 


Sultan, and the Powers as well, that 
while being desirous of. ailing In accord 
with other Powers her Majesty's Gov- 
ernment was prepared to act alone if 
necessity should arise, and If the Powers 
desire concerted action they must, act 
promptly or Great Britain will take the 
initiative.

Loch Bannoch in the Dardanelles is 
said by the Turkish officials to be easily 
explained. 


They say the Loch Bannoch arrived 


after sundown and In anchorage at- 
tempted to proceed, and was signaled 
from the shore by gunshot to bring up. 


As she did not do so. a second shot 


was fired, and the Loch Bannock let go 
her anchor. 


If the matter had been ae serious as 


the Odessa correspondent of the Daily 
News made out, the captain of the Loch 
Bannoch would certainly have made 
complaint to the British embassy. 


THE WRONG MAN. 


A great deal of excitement was caused 


here today by the report that ex-Sultan 
Mohammed Murad, who was deposed 
on the ground of idiocy August 31, 1S76, 
had escaped from Yildiz Kiosk, where 
he had been kept a close prisoner. 


The report, it appears, grew out of the 


flight of Mured Bey, the imperial com- 
missioner, who was also suspected of 
having relations with the young- Turk 
party. 


Mured, it seems, had been watched by 


the police, and wa« suddenly summoned j 
to the palace to explain the conditions. 


He gave the Sultan what appeared to 


be a satisfactory explanation of the 
charges against him, but the matter 
being pressed further Mured fled on 
board a Russian ahip.

This was the condition of affairs on 


the 1st day of Jnnuaiy. 1879, which had 
be,n ilxecl iiDon four y>.-ars before as the 
date for entering upon the ledemptlon 
and retliemeut of all these rotes anc 
for which such abundant means hac 
been piovlded. The government was put 
in the situation of owing to the holders 
of its notes debts payable in gold on 
demand, which could neither be retired 
by recohlng s'ieh notes In discharge of 
obligations due 
the> government, nor 
cancelled by actual payment in gold. 
It was foiced to redeem without re- 
demption and to pay without acquit- 
tance. 
There has been issuer! and sold $93,- 


500,000 of the bonds authorized by the 
redemption act of 1S7G, the proceeds of 
which, together with other gold, created 
ft gold fund deemed sufficient to meet 
the demand? which might be made upon 
it for the ledemptlon of the outstanding 
United States notes. This fund together 
with «ucb other gold ns might be, from 
time to time, In the treasury available 
for the same purpose, has been since 
called our gold reserve, and $100,000,000 
1ms been regarded as an 
adequate 
amount to accomplish its object. This 
fund amounted on the 1st day of Jan- 
uary, 1S79, to $114,193.360. and though 
thereafter constantly fluctuating, it did 
not fall below that sum until July, 189:;. 
In April. 1S93, for the first time since 
Its establishment, this reserve amount-

STOCK OF SILVER. 


I do not overlook the fact that the 
cancellation of treasury notes Issued 
under the silver purchasing act of 3S90 
•,vould leave the treasury in the actual 
ownerslijp of sufliclent silver, mclud- 
red from the facts and figures herein 


from time to time be converted into dol-

receipts as a. means of maintaining a 
tafe reserve, tho amount of our reve- 
nues would be an Influential factor in 
the problem; but unfortunately all the 
circumstances that might lend weight 
to this consideration nro entirely lack- 
Ing In our present predicament.

They should 
be long term bonds, thus increasing 
their desirability ns investments, >.and, 
because their payment could be well 
postponed to a period far removed from 
present flnancfal burdens and perplex- 
ities, when with increased prosperity 
and resources they could be more easily 
mot.

It may be claimed that a large revenue 
and redundant receipts might favorably 
affect the situation under discussion by 
affording an opportunity of ictalnlng 
these notes In the treasury when le- 
ceived, and thus preventing-their pre- 
sentation for gold.

SATISFIED WITH WHAT HE DID. 


Congress having declined to grant the 
iipces.sary authority to s'ceure this sav- 
ing, the contract unmodified was car- 
ried out, resulting in a gold reserve 
amounting to $107,671,330 on the Sth day 
Of July. 1895. 
The performance of this 
contract not only restored the reserve 
but checked for a time the withdrawal 
of gold, and brought on a period of re- 
stored confidence and such peace and 
quiet in business circles as were of 
the greatest possible value in every, in- 
terest that affects our people.

It Is not clear how an Increase in rev-' 
enue, unless it be in gold, can satisfy 
those whose only anxiety is to gain 
gold from the government's store. It 
cannot, therefore, be safe to rely upon 
Increased revenues as a cure for our 
present troubles. It Is possible that 
the suggestion of increased revenue as 
a i emedy for the dilliculties we are 
considering may have originated in an 
Intimation or distinct allegation that 
the bonds which have been issued os- 
tensibly to replenish our*gold reserve 
were really issued to supply insufficient 
levcnue. Xothinc can be lurther from 
the truth. Bonds were issued to obtain 
gold for the maintenance of our na- 
tional credit. As has been shown, the 
gold thus obtained has 
been drawn 


again from the treasury upon United 
States notes and treasury notes. This 
operation would have been" promptly 


revcntcd if possible; but these notes 
avlng thus been passed to the treas- 
ry, they became the money of the 
overnment, like any other ordinary 
ovcrnment funds, aud there was noth- 
ig to do but to use them in paying 
overnment expenses when needed. 
At no time when bonds have been 
ssued has there been any consldera- 
lon o£ the question of paying the ex- 
enses ot government with their pro- 
eeds. There was no necessity to con- 
ider that question. At the time of each 
ond Issue wo had a safe surplus in 
:ie treasury for ordinary operations ex- 
lusive o£ the gold in our reserve. In 
'ebruary, 1891, when the first issue of 
onds was made, such surplus amounted 
o over $18,000,000; in November, when 
he second Issue was made. It amounted 
0 more than $12,000,000; in February,

CONFUSION OF IDEAS. 
1 cannot but think there has been some 
onfusion of; Ideas regarding the effects 
£ the issue of bonds and tho results 
C the withdrawal of gold. It was the 
alter process and not the former, that 
iy substituting In tho treasury United 
jtatcs notes and treasury notes tor gold, 
ncroased by their amount tho money 
vhich was in the first instance subject 
o ordinary government expenditures. 
Uthough tho law compelling an in- 
creased purchase of silver by the gov- 
ernment was passed on the 14th day of 
luly, 1800, withdrawals o£ gold from the 
reasury upon notes given In payment on 
uch purchases did not begin until Oc- 
ober, 1S91. Immediately following that 
Lite the withdrawal upon both those 
notes and United States notes increased 
'ery largely, and have continued to such 
in extent that since the passage of that 
aw there has been moro than thirteen 
Imes ns much gold taken out of the 
.reasury upon United States and treas- 
ury notes issued for silver purchases 
as was withdrawn during the eleven 
and a half years Immediately 
prior 


thereto and after the first day of Janu- 
iry, 1879, when specie payments were 
esumed. SILVER COINAGE. 
It is neither unfair nor unjust to 
charge a large share o£ our present 
financial perplexities and dangers to 
the operatlor of the laws of 1S7S and 
1890 compelling the purchase of silver 
by the government, which not only, 
furnished a new treasury obligation up- 
on which its gold could be withdrawn, 
but so increased the fear oC an over- 
whelming flood of silver and a forced 
descent to sliver payments, that even 
the repeal of these laws did not entire- 
y cure the evils of their existence. 
While I have endeavored to make a 
plain statement of the disordered condi- 
tion of our currency and the prescnl 
dangers menacing our prosperity and to 
suggest a way which leads to a safei 
financial system., I have constantly had 
in mind the fact that many of my coun- 
trymen, whose slncerltytit do not doubt 
insist that the cure for the Ills now 
threatening us may be found; Jn the 
single- and simple remedy of the free 
coinage of .silver. 
They contend that 
our minds shall be at once thrown open 
to the free unlimited and Independent 
coinage ot silver, both gold and silver 
dollars! of full legal tender quality re- 
gardlefs ot the action of any other gov- 
ernment, nnd in full view of thei fac 
that the ratio between the metals which 
they suggest calls for one 
hundred 
cents' -worth of: gold in. the gold dollat 
at tho present standard and only fifty 
cents In Intrinsic worth of silver In thi 
silver dollar. 
Were there infinitely stronger reason: 


than ca n be adduced for hoping tha 
such action would secure for us a bi 
metallic currency, moving on lines o 
parity, an experiment so novel an 
hazardous as that proposed might wel 
stagger sMio&e who believe that stability 
is an imperative condition of soun 
money. N.o government, no human con 
trlvance or act of legislation has eve 
been able to hold the two mntals to 
gether in .free coinage at a ratio ap 
preclnbly 'different from that which i 
established in the markets of th 
world. 
' 
LESSONS OF EXPERIENCE. 


Those who believe that our indepcn 
dent free c oinage of silver, at an ar 
tlficial ratio of 15 to 1, would restor 
the parity between the metals, and con 
sequently beitween the coins, oppose a 
unsupported and Improbable theory t 
the teaching of the wisest stateame 
and economises of the world, both In th 
past and pres ent, and what is far mor 
conclusive, th ey run counter to our ac 
tual expcrleni :esv Twice In our earlle 
history cur la.w makers, in attemptln 
to establish a. t>l-metalllc currency, un 
dcrtook free codjnage upon a. ratio whlc 
accidentally vsg-ied from the actual re 
latlve values of ithe two metals not moi 
than three per c ent. In both cases, no 
withstanding gr« ater difficulties and cos 
of transportation n than now exist, th 
coins whose intr. Insic worth was under 
valued in the rat lo gradually and aurel 
disappeared fron i our circulation an 
went to other .countries where their rea 
value was bct-toer recognized. Acts o 
Congress were 
Impotent 
to creat 
equality where tnatural causes decree 
even a alight Ir. tcauallty. 
Twice in our recent history we hav 
slghnlly failed to raise by leglolatlo 
the value of silver. Under an. act o 
Congress passed' In 1878 the gotfernmcn 
was required for ^jnore thsn twelve year 
to expend annu a lly at least $24,000,(W 
In the purchase o f, silver bullion for coin 
age. Th.> act of 3 uly 14, 1S91, In a. «,tl 
bolder effort Increased the amount o 
silver t.ie gover n ment was compelled 
to purchase and i.'orced It to become the 
buyer annually f h r 64,000.000 ounces "or 
practically the entire product of our 
mines. Under both laws silver rapidly 
and steadily declined In value. 
The 
m-onhecy and the '• expressed- hope-and 


a point ot bitter disappointment, if not 
to pinching privation. 
A change In 
our standard to silver monometallsm 
would also bring a collapse of the en- 
, tire system of credit, which Is based on 
a standard which is recognized 'and 
adopted by the world of bustaee* a» 
many times more potent and useful 
than, the entire volume of currency, and 
is safely capable of almost indefinite ex- 
pansion to meet the growth ot tradft 
.and enterprise. 
• In a self invited struggle through 
darkness and uncertainty, our humili- 
ation would be increased by the con- 
sciousness that we had parted company, 
with all the enlightened and progres- 
sive nations of tho world, and wore deu- 
•pcrately and hopelessly striving1 to meet 
•the stress of modern commerce and com- 
•pctltlon with a debased and unsuitable 
currency and in association with tb« 
•few weak and laggard nations which 
have silver alone as their standard ot 
value. .All history warns us againBt 
rash experiments which threaten vio- 
lent changes In our monetary standard 
.and degradation of our currency. Th« 
past is full of lessons teaching not only 
the economic dangers but the natlon- 
' al immorality that follows in the train 
.of such experiments. I will not belleva 
•that the American people can bo per- 
•suaded after sober deliberation to Jeop- 
ardize their nation's prestige and proud 
standing by the encouragement 
ot 
financial nostrums, nor that they will 
yield to the false allurement of cheap 
money, when they realize that It must 
.result in the weakening of that flnan- 
•cial integrity and rectitude which thu» 
far In our hstory has been so devotedly, 
cherished as one of tho traits of true 
•".Americanism. 


DEBASING- THE STANDARD. 


Our country's indebtedness, whether 
Jowing by the government or cxlstlnc 
''between individuals, has been contract- 
! ed with reference to our present stan- 
i-dard. To decree by act of Congress that 
' these debts shall be payable in less val- 
s uablc dollars than those within the con- 
< temptation and Intention of the parties 
• when contracted, would operate 
to 
transfer by the flat of law and without 
compensation, an amount of property 
and a volume of rights and Interests al- 
most incalculable. 
Those who advo- 
ate a blind and headlong plunge into 
reo coinage, In the name of bl-metall- 
sm and professing the belief, contrary 
o all experience, that we could thus 
establish a double standard and a. con- 
current circulation of both metals in 
our coinage, are certainly, reckoning 
rom a cloudy standpoint. 
Our pres- 
ent standard of value Is the standard 


£ the civilized world and permits only 
ilmotallism now possible, or at least 
hat is within tho independent reach 
if any single nation, however powerful 
hat nation may be while the value of 
gold as a standard Is steadier by al- 
most universal commercial nnd bual- 
less use it docs not despise silver nor 
eek its banishment. 
.Wherever thin 
tandard is maintained, there is at its 
Ide, in tree and unquestioned clrcula- 
ion, a volume of silver currency some- 
Imes equaling and sometimes even 
exceeding it in amount, both, maln- 
ained at n parity notwithstanding a 
depreciation or fluctuation In the In- 
trinsic value of silver. 


There Is a vast difference betwtttv B 
standard of value and a currency for 
monetary use. 
The standard must 
necessarily be fixed and certain. Tha 
cnrrcncy may be in diverse forms nnd 
oC various kindf. No silver standard 
coimtry has a gold currency Jn circu- 
ation, but nn enlightened and wis« 
system of finance secures the benefits 
of both gold and silver, as our cur- 
rency and circulating medium, by keep- 
ng the standard stable and all other 
currency at par with ft. Such a sys- 
tem and such a standard also gives 
'reo scope for the use ar.tl- expansion 
if safe and conservative credit, so In- 
dispensable to 'broad and growing com- 
mercial transactions and so well sub- 
stituted for tho actual use of money. 
A FINAL APPEAL'. 


If a fixed anil stable standard Is 
maintained, such ns the 
magnitude 
and safety of our commercial trans- 
actions and business require, the usa 
of money itself is conveniently mini- 
mized. Every dollar of fixed and sta- 
ble value has, through the agency o£ 
confident credit an astonishing capac- 
ty oC multiplying itself In financial 
work. Every unstable nnd fluctuating 
dollar fail:* as n. basis of credit, and In 
ts use begets gambling speculation ami 
undermines the foundations of honest 
enterprise. 
I have ventured to express myself on 
this subject with earnestness and plain- 
ness of speech, because I cannot rid 
myself of the belief that there lurks In 
the proposition, for the free coinage of 
sliver, so strongly approved and BO en- 
thusiastically advocated by a multltuda 
of my countrymen, a. serious menace to 
our prosperity and an insidious temp- 
tation of our people to wander front 
the' allegiance they owe to public and 
private integrity. 
It is because I do 
not distrust the good faith and sincerity, 
ot those who press tbis scheme that I 
have Imperfectly, though with zeal,i 
submitted my thoughts upon- this mo- 
mentous subject. 
I cannot refrain 


from begging them to re-examine their 
views and beliefs Jn the- light of patri- 
otic reason and familiar experience, 
and to weigh again and again the con- 
sequences of such legislation as their 
efforts have invited. 
Even the con- 
tinued agitation of tho subject, adds 
greatly to thi> difficulties of a danger- 
ous financial situation already force* 


UJIn conclusion," I especially entreat'the 
people's representatives in the Con- 
cress who are charged -with the respon- 
sibility of inaugurating measures for 
the safety and prosperity of our com- 
mon country, to promptly and effective- 
ly consider the Ills of our critical finan- 
cial plight. 
I have suggested a rem- 
edy which my Judgment approves. 
I 
desire, however, to assure the Congress 
that I am prepared to co-operate with 
them In perfecting any other measure 
promising thorough and practical relief, 
and that I will gladly labor with them 
In every patriotic endeavor to further 
the interests and guard the welfare ot 
our countrymen whom In our respective 
places of duty we have undertaken to

A peculiar but 
profitable 
Industry 


which Dr. Benjamin Sharp discovered 
among the natives of Alaska on his re- 
cent trip to the Bering Sea is the prep- 
aration and sale of walrus whiskers for 
toothpicks. Nature has armed the wal- 
rus with a growth of whiskers which 
extend three or four inches out from Its 
snout, with the apparent motive of en- 
ibling it to detect the presence of an 
ceberg- before actual contact has re- 
sulted. These whiskers are nulte stiff 
and this quality improves 
with age.
